“HE 11th of this Monrh, the Pope 
gave Audience to Cardinal Car- 
pegna, whoafter a dangerous Sick- 
néfs has recover'd his perfe@Health. 
oe The fame day Cardinal Charles 
Barbarino died, after a long Indifpofition, in 
the 75th Year of his Age, being born the 1ft 
of June 1630; and in the s2d Year of his 

ardinalfhip, bei Featavet the 23d of June 
1653. The Pope has made Cardinal Nerli 
Archprieft of the Church of St. Peter, in the 
room of the deceas’d Cardinal Barbarino. His 
Holinefs has given Orders for fetting up a 
Column that was dug up in the Campo Marzo. 
Signior Nicolo de Giudice, has drawn wu 
to'thote obferv'd in raifing the great. 
belive cheCharches of Peser and Se, John 
de'Latétan, in the Time of Sixtus V. “The 
Marauis Antonino Salviati, has taken Leave 
of the Pope in order to return. to Florence, 
haviug been treated by his Holitiefs as a 
Duke, being the Heir of the deceas'd Duke 
Salviati, the laft Male of the Branch of that 
Family that fettled at Rome. We have re-

dal and feveral Indulgences. The Cardinal 
de Giudice’ has receiv’d an Order from 

King of Spain, to refign the Vicerovaliy af 
Sicily as foon as the Marquis de Bedmar whe 
is appointed to fucceed him arrives. "Tis 
faid the Duke d’'Uzeda, the Spanifh Ambaffa- 
dor, will be made Viceroy of Naples, and 
that the Cardinal de Giudice will come and 
refide here’ as Minifter of Spain. x
